BELFAST, Thursday. 


Ireland Home Office and the Belfast 
Board of Guardians, at a conference this 
afternoon, discussed the whole question of 
outdoor relief scales. 

It was decided that, in view of the 
undertaking given on behalf of the Belfast 
Corporation to provide additional unem- 
ployment relief schemes and special distress 
schemes, the representatives of the Board 
of Guardians should _recommend their 
Board to increase on the average by 50 
sé cent, the number of days of work to 

allowed to each approved case coming 
before them, with a corresponding increase 
in the allowances granted per week. 

It was also decided that the representa- 
tives of the Board of Guardians shou.d 
take steps to arrange for a special meeting 
of the Board at an early date to consider 
a revision of all existing cases with the 
object of giving effect to the above- 
mentioned principle. 

Further, it was agreed that in connec- 
tion with cases approved for work on 
distress relief schemes the relief where 
work was allocated would be paid in cash, 
even in cases where, in any particular 
week or weeks, work was not available for 
the number of allotted days. 

Mr. G. B. Hanna, barrister-at-law, 
M.P., Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, presided at 
the Conference. 


APPEAL FOR GOOD ORDER. 


At a meeting organised by the Outdoor 
Relief Workers’ Committee to-night, Mr. 
H. Finlay (chairman) disclai all re- 
sponsibility for the disturbances on Wed- 
nesday night, and ig to the men to 
keep the peace.

The reductions, it was suggested, were 
being carried out owing to the refusal of the 
men to fall in with a scheme of economy 
which entailed their agreeing to “lay off” 
work without payment for one month in the 
year.

DESPITE THE BOUNTY. 


NO BETTER PHICES AT 
DUBLIN CATTLE MARKET, 


In spite of the Government’s 124 per 
cent, bounty on export cattle, prices at the 
Dublin Cattle Market yesterday showed no 
improvement on la:t week’s figures, and a 
clearance was not effected: This rather 
unexpected state of affairs was put down 
by one prominent cattle dealer to the 
fact that the slightly larger number of 
beasts on offer counterbalanced the effect 
of the bounty. Another was inclined to 
think that it was owing to the bad state 
of the market for dead meat in England 
at the moment. . i 

“Phe bounty,”” he said, “saved the 
situatioh to-day; if it had not been for 
that, we would be getting £1 apiece less 
for our bea:ts than we did last week.”’ 

Prices showed little alteration from 
those obtained at the last market. Best 
bullocks and heifers fetched from 27s. to 
30s. per cwt.; good ordinary sorts 25s. to 
28s., and inferior beasts from 23s. to 24s. 
A fair number of cross-Channel buyers 
attended. 

The number of beasts on offer was 4,145, 
an increase of 321 on last week. Sheep 
totalled 7,125, a decrease of 373. There 
were 314 milch cows (increase, 24), 
pigs (decreare, 103), and four veal calves. 

In the mutton section, prime wethers 
were 5d. to 54d., choice quality 6d. Lambs 
varied from 10s. to 25s. each. 


DROGHEDA'S BENEFIT. 


There was a remarkable briskness in 
the cattle export trade from Drogheda 
port yesterday, following the coming into 
operation of the cattle bounty scheme.

provided to carry the 596 cattle, 12 sheep 
and 28 pigs which arrived at Drogheda 
quays for shipment, and it is e 
that another sailing will have to.be made 
to-morrow to cater for dealers who are 
anxious to get their cattle and other live- 
stock across while the bounty lasts.

TREATY OBSERVANCE A 
VITAL ISSUE. 


MR": J. H. THOMAS, M.P. 
(Dominions Secretary), dis- 
cussed Ireland and Ottawa in a 
speech which was broadcast last night 
from Newport, Monmouthshire. 


Ireland, he said, is at present in 
ict with us on matters of real 
principle and importance—not only of 


importance to-day, but of importance 
to the future relationships of both 


nations, 


No one with any knowledge of the 
Irish people will deny that they are a 
courageous and lovable people, and, 
no matter what the outcome of the 
present, and, hope, temporary, 
differences may be, common-sense 
and common interest alike demand 
that we should be friends, and not 
enemies—that our task should be to 
help each other, and not to hinder 


each other. 
WHAT THE TREATY DID. 


Believing these things very sincerely, as I 
do, you will quite understand how pain- 
ful and distressing it was to me, as 4 
responsible Minister, to find it necessary 
to take action which inflicted at least 
temporary hardship. 

But I want to say to the country that 
in taking that course we not only deplored 
it, but we hoped that it would be only 
temporary. We hoped and believed—and 
I still hope and believe—that the Treaty 
of 1921 started a new era for the Irish 
Free State. We still believe that all 
economic advantages to Ireland can come 
from her association with the British 
Empire. | 

I go beyond that, and say that all her 
political aspirations can be met through 
our partnership in the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. I say deliberately that 
the differences between Ireland and our- 
selves and the action we have taken are 
because we believe in the sanctity of agree- 
ments; because we believe that nothing 
would be more disastrous, both to 
individuals and nations, than to give 
countenance to any policy that would say 
that an agreement solemnly made can be 
repudiated by either chai regardless of 
the feelings or the wishes of the other. 


WIDER ISSUES. 


In taking that stand in arriving at our 
decision we never shut the door. I made 
it clear in asking Parliament to give 
these powers that I would lose no oppor- 
tunity to secure peace—that I would shut 
the door to no avenue which would give a 
chance of an honourable settlement. 

This day week we resume negotiations. 
I venture to say that I am expressing the 
sentiment of all well-wishers, either in 
Ireland or in this country, when I say 
that they wish God-speed to our negotia- 
gions 

But .aithough we meet to diseuss the 
present financial differences, the British 
Government's representatives will be 
bound always to keep in mind that, behind 
these financial questions, important as 
they are, and indeed bound up with them. 
are still wider issues. These are the 
maintenance of the obligations under the 
Treaty settlement of 1921, and the future 
relationship of the Irish Free State with 
the British Commonwealth of Nations. 

I do once again want to reiterate, with 
all the emphasis at my command, that, 
from my knowledge of the British people, 
wo say to the Irish people-——Believe ns, we 
have no ill-will towards you ; we wish you 
well, we desire peace, but it must be a 
lasting peace, and it must be an honour- 
able peace, and it must he, above all, a 
peace that establishes and ratifies the 
fundamental principle of the sanctity of 
agreements 


OTTAWA. 


Speaking of Ottawa, Mr. Thomas said— 
If there is one point in the immediate con- 
troversy that I deplore it is the suggestion 
that the British delegation at Ottawa was 
either influenced or dominated by mere 
party considerations. No greater injustice 
could be perpetrated than to associate my 
Conservative colleagues at Ottawa with 
any desire to further their own party 
interests. 

If there is criticism, blame or censure, 
then we are all prepared to take our 
share, and we are not going to allow it 
to be said that there was any party 
manceuvring on the part of anybody. 

To assume that our action has hampered 
the Economic Conference is a travesty of 
the facts. For the first time the 
Dominions agreed to adopt a tariff policy 
on a competitive, and not a prohibitive, 
basis. That in itself is the greatest incen- 
tive to our own manufacturers that has 
ever been intreduced.

TAMMANY COURT VICTORY 
OVER ROOSEVELT.

ALBANY (N.Y.), Thursday. 

The Court of Appeal here has confirmed 
the lower Court’s decision that the election 
for the New York Mayoralty must be held 
in November next.

POSTPONEMENT OF

RITAIN’S effort to achieve a 
rapprochement on disarmament 
between Yrance and Germany has for a 
time failed. Last night it was announced 
that the British Government decided to 
Fhine the proposed date of the private 
conference between the leading Powers. In 
Geneva the postponement is regarded as a 
postponement sine die. . 

Reuter learns from an authoritative 
source that the British Government is con- 
tinuing its inquiries with other Powers, 
and has every intention of bringing about 
a meeting when it can be arranged. 

In any case, it seems most unlikely that 
the meeting of the Bureau of the Dis- 
armament Conference, fixed for next 
Monday, will be held on that date. The 
Commission are preparing reports to he 
submitted to the Bureau, and in view of 
the meeting of the Bureau it is probable 
that the proposed meeting of the Con- 
ference of the Powers must be postponed 
for at least ten days. 

The idea was that Britain, France, 
Germany and Italy should participate, 
with, if possible, a United States 
observer, It had been hoped that the 
conference would be held quite soon— 
next week had, in fact, been suggested. 
Ostensibly the reason of the postponement 
is the time being taken in the communi- 
cations. 


POLICY OF FRANCE. 
The French Government has sent no 
official reply to London: neither has 
Germany indicated its attitude. Italy 
has accepted the proposal. The United 
States has not yet received an official 


| invitation. 


The Quai d’Orsay announced officially 
last evening that Lord Tyrrell, the 
British Ambassador, had informed M.

There will be universal regret for the 
cause which kept Mr. Churchill. from 
moving the resolution of the Epping Con- 
servatives at Blackpool yesterday, though 
its reception may even have gained some- 
thing in sympathy from his absence, 
remarks The Times editorially. India is, 
perhaps, the least fitted of all topics for 
serious discussion in a great party gather- 
ing, consisting, as it must very largely, of 
delegates who are imperfectly familiar 
with a terribly difficult problem, and who 
are bound in the nature of things to give 
‘a party flavour, even to debates where 
party has no place. Some of the speeches 
yesterday seem to have as little to 
be commended as a similar attempt in a 
contemporary conference at Leicester to 
claim British policy in India for the 
Labour Party. But, in any case, there was 
never any doubt about the support which 
would be forthcoming for a resolution 
which set out to applaud the restoration 
of law and order. and went on to depre- 
cate an attempt to force self-government 
on an unwilling people. Everyone must 
applaud the first proposition, and no one 
would dream of attempting the second, of 
which the only thing to be said is that it 
takes no account whatever of the 
realities of the Indian problem. If one fact 
stands out more clearly than another from 
all the discussions of the last two years, 
it is that every race and class in India, 
deeply divided as they are in most 
respects, stand whole-heartedly together 
in their common desire for self-govern- 
ment. The unanimous adhesion of the 
Princes to this view was, to many people, 
the most startling revelation of the whole 
Round Table Conference; nor ig there the 
slightest risk that any British Govern- 
ment, and least of all a National Govern- 
ment, will reverse or arrest the steps that 
are in progress to fulfil it. They will be 
taken, as Sir Samuel Hoare declared in 
his cautious address, with deliberation 
and prudence, and they will have to bear 
the full light of public criticism; but 
there will be no turning back from a 
course to which successive British Govern- 
ments have pledged themselves, which is 
in line with the whole historic tradition 
of British statesmanship, and which 
certainly has the full support of the great 
mass of the British people.

Mr. Frank MacDermot, Independent 
T.D. for Roscommon, who presided, re- 
ferring to the agreement to negotiate, 
said :—' We meet in the shadow of good 
news. There is going to be a resumption 
of negotiations between the two Govern- 
ments with a view to settling the dispute 
between us. (Hear, hear.) That is an 
additional reason for our showing a sense 
of responsibility in all our proceedings 
to-day and for our doing nothing that 
might injure the League or injure the 
national situation. I venture to think 
that the return to amicable procedure has 
been largely due to the activity of the 
farmers of this country.” (Hear, hear.) 

The meeting was representative of 
twenty counties. Delegates from the 
counties Mayo, Leitrim, Leix, Kilkenny, 
Donegal and Cavan were not present, but 
it was announced that farmers’ organisa- 
tions had been formed in some of those 
counties, and that they would be repre- 
sented at a general convention to be held 
in Dublin in January next, when annual 
elections would be held. 

Mr. MacDermot, in the course of his 
opening address, said :— 

We meet at a critical moment in our 
country’s history. I appeal to you all to

I must, therefore, mention that in 1914 
I was twenty-seven years of age, and that 
I question whether any man of that age 
in Ireland or out of it had shown more 
activity throughout his life for the cause 
of Home Rule. Mr. MacEnteo can verify 
that statement by reference to members 
of his own party, whose names I am pre- 
pared to give him. He will hardly maintain 
that service in the European War was anti- 
Irish, seeing that so many thousands of 
en undertook it on John Redmond’s 
advice. 


IMPERIALIST VIRTUES. 


After the. War was over, beginning life 
again af the age of thirty-two, and with my 
living to make, I might, perhaps, be 
pardoned for concentrating on my own 
affairs, even if I had agreed with the Sinn 
Fein movement, which I frankly admit 
I did not, and even if I had been in 
Ireland instead. of thousands .of miles 
away. In 1929 Mr. Devlin thought well 
enough of my record to invite me to West 
Belfast, and to repeat the invitation in 
1951, and 24,000 Belfast Nationalists 
thought well enough of it and of me to 
vote for me. 

That is quite enough about myself, 
except to say that I have never had any 
connection with the Castle, except. to 
attack it and all its works; that I am 
neither wealthy nor make any parade of

seo a Kings Minister venturing to 


‘denounce any of us as King’s Irishmen. 


[ suggest to Mr, MacEntee that courtesy, 
chivalry, and a desire to think well of 
other Irishmen, rather than to blacken 


| their characters, need not be regarded as 


purely imperialistic virtues, but might be 
suitably incorporated in the Catholic and 
Gaelic civilisation of which he is so bright 
an example. 


A SOVEREIGN NATION. 


The convention, having decided to adopt 
the title ‘‘ The National Farmers’ and 
Ratepayers’ Leacue,’’ agreed that mem- 
bership should be open to all Irish 
eltizens who accepted the principle that 
the Irish Free State was a sovereign and 
independent nation and who were in 
favour of the League’s objects. 

Un the matter of membership, Mr. 
Belton moved the deletion of the reference 
Free State as “a sovereign and 
independent nation’’ on the grounds 
that there wére people who did not 
accept the present status of the country, 
and, while he did not agree with that 
outlook, he would not do anything te 
keep them outside the League. 

The Chairman said that the reference 
was not put in to be binding to the pre- 
sent status or that people were to be 
satisfied with its continuance—far from 
it. There were certain people—namely, 
ex-Unionists and certain Englishmen— 
with whom he had been in controversy on 
the claim that the Free State was a 
sovereign and independent nation. He 
wanted to insist, however, that the people 
of the Free State regarded themselves as 
sovereign and independent, and that any- 
thing they might do in the way of uniting 
themselves loosely or tightly with the 
British Commonwealth was something 
that they did of their own free will, on 
the basis that the Free State had the 
right to decide its own destiny. He 
wanted the League to be genuinely 
national in outlook. He did believe that 
anyone who came into the League should 
be thoroughly Irish, and that he should 
not be thinking of loyalty to the King or 
anyone else, but that he should be pre- 
pared to give his loyalty to a sovereign 
and independent Free State, which he 
hoped before many years would be en- 
larged into the whole of Ireland. 

A delegate, who described himself as 
an ex-Unionist, said he believed in the 
Free State working out its own destiny, 
and because he had that belief he did not 
consider himself any less an Irishman.
